Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 04 October 2006 have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. 

Regarding page 17, line 9 to page 18, line 17: Since each 
claim in Applicant's present response is either an original 
claim, a previously presented claim, or a claim cancelled in a 
prior amendment, there are no proposed amendments to consider 
for entry. 

Regarding page 18, line 18 to page 20, line 8: Each of the 
three fields (figure 1(F0,F1,F2) of Campbell) is set at a diffe- 
rent discrete point in time (figure 1 and column 6, lines 35-40 
of Campbell), and thus correspond to three separate frames. 
Field Fl is the present field, field F0 is the field at the time 
step just after field Fl, and field F2 is the field at the time 
step just before field Fl (column 6, lines 35-40 of Campbell) . 
Each pixel of field Fl (i) is determined based on an interpolat- 
ion (via median value computation) of the pixel of field Fl (i), 
the pixel of field F2 (d) , and the pixel of field F0 (c) , all of 
which have the same spatial position (column 6, lines 43-45 of 
Campbell) . Thus, each pixel of frame Fl is frame interpolated. 
The calculation of the average intensity level of the two most 
proximate pixels (figure l(a,b) of Campbell) is an operation of 
the field interpolator, and not the frame interpolator. 

Conclusion : The rejections set forth in the final office 
action mailed 04 August 2006 are maintained.
